JESUS CHOOSES THE TWELVE

In the o utward fame o f Jesus, 
the place that he has o ccupied in 
histo ry is shared by the twelv e 
apo stles, the men who m he drew 
fro m humble life and intro duced 
into po wer and glo ry by sharing 
with them his missio n and his 
purpo se. 
One o f the twelv e, it is true, 
pro v ed to be a traito r, and pro b­ 
ably in the minds o f mo st o f 
tho se who are respo nsiv e to the 
Christian sto ry the place o f Ju­ 
das is o ccupied by the great fig­ 
ure who lo o ms so large in the 
New Testament, Paul o f Tarsus. 
Of the twelv e men who came 
into the inner circle o f the Mas­ 
ter’s co unsels and ministry of re­ 
demptio n co mparativ ely little is 
kno wn. So me o f them are fo r us 
little mo re than names, altho ugh

We fail to understand the Mas­ 
ter if we do no t appreciate in 
him and in his teachings the ele­ 
ment o f humo r, as well as deep 
mo ral and spiritual intensity. 
This element o f humo r co mes 
o ut in v ario us o f his parables in 
which the co ntrast was made 
v ery striking, and it was appar­ 
ently in this spirt that he be­ 
sto wed the nickname, “Bo an­ 
erges,” upo n these fiery men, in­ 
spired with the intensity o f am­ 


bitio n thro ugh their mo ther’s 
zeal, and co nceiv ing o f the wo rk 
in which they were engaged as 
o ne o f glo ry fo r them and fo r 
their Master rather than as a 
great task o f lov e. 
It was James and Jo hn who , 
when Jesus was disco urteo usly 
receiv ed in a v illage, wanted him 
to call do wn fire fro m Heav en 
and co nsume the v illagers. 
Jesus reminded them that they 
did no t kno w what spirit they 
were o f and it is the mo st no ta­ 
ble ev idence that the Go spel did 
finally lay ho ld o f the so uls o f 
these men with all its strength 
and fullness that they came to 
perceiv e that lo v e and dev o tio n 
were the supreme things in the 
wo rld. 
* * * * 
It is a great mistake to think 
o f Jesus as an unco nv entio nal 


that o ne o f the great secrets of 
his po wer lay in the o rganizatio n 
o f his ministry in the way in 
which he cho se the twelv e and 
sent them fo rth, and later ap­ 
po inted sev enty o thers to go, two 
by two , into the v ario us v illages 
pro claiming the Go spel. 
What was distinctiv e in Jesus 
was that zeal fo r o rganizatio n 
nev er weakened the emphasis 
upo n truth and life. The nature 
o f the o rganizatio n was a fello w­ 
ship o f faith, and the bo nd that 
held these early disciples to geth­ 
er in the wo rk that they had to 
do was the bo nd o f intense dev o ­ 
tio n to the cause in which Jesus 
had enlisted them. 
It wo uld be well to day if we 
co uld learn fro m Jesus in these 
things, if all o ur religio us o rgan­ 
izatio ns co uld be do minated with 
zeal fo r the Master, and zeal fo r

Japan has n ot. on ly waged un official wai 
against Chin a durin g the past year or so, killin g 
thousan ds, destroyin g million s of dollars in prop­ 
erty an d an n exin g rich Chin ese territories, plac­ 
ing them un der the rule of Japan ese, but she has 
also defied the world in an y criticism or in tei- 
ven in g action . 
A well plan n ed program of con quest has an d 
is bein g carried out. First the great territory of 
Man churia fell to the ravages of Japan ese forces, 
and most recen tly Jehol has been the goal of 
un warran ted military action s. The lootin g of 
these rich territories was carried on un der the 
pretext of protectin g their n ation als an d theii 
property. 
Japan is a member of the League of Nation s 
an d has received official protests from that body 
but she defies their action as well as the pro­ 
tests an d warn in gs of in dividual coun tries, the 
Un ited States in cluded. She threaten s to with­ 
draw from the League of Nation s if an y further 
action is taken again st her. Japan defies the 
opin ion s an d criticisms of the world. She kn ows 
what she wan ts an d is out to get it at an y cost. 
An other in terestin g situation in con n ection 
with the membership of Japan in the League of 
Nation s con cern s the man dated islan ds in the 
Pacific which Japan con trols. Japan is merely 
the appoin ted agen t of the League of Nation s in 
con trolin g these islan ds for the title to them was 
n ever given to her. Should she withdraw from 
the League, she would supposedly lose con trol of 
them. But War Min ister Araki of Japan has 
other views on the matter. He says that Japan 
will retain con trol of these islan ds n o matter 
whether Japan remain s in the League or n ot. 
There is n o preten se here. No excuse can be giv­ 
en for this defian ce. It is an other case of Japan 
remin din g the world that she in ten ds to do as 
she pleases regardless of all others. 
It is eviden t that Japan is ridin g for a fall. 
The presen t attitude of that coun try may win in 
Chin a an d embarrass other n ation s temporarily 
but n o n ation can set up a law un to itself an d 
hope for it to prevail in defin itely. A day of reck­ 
on in g is forthcomin g an d Japan will get little 
con sideration when it arrives.
